The last clause of the bill provides that the

‘The discussion at the conference was with 
« view that all questions should be sottled 
beyond the posslbilisy of dispute in the 
future. Ho was anxious to restore the Reci~ 
procity Treaty 1854, but that was found 
impossible. Home advance was made by the 
United States Commissioners in the dirro~ 
ton of Reciprocity, because they offered to 
exchange for our inshore fisheries in the firet 
pace the right to fish in thoir waters, what- 
over that might be worth, and they offered 
tondmit Canadian coal, salt, feb, and, after 
1874, lamber. They offered Reciprocity ip 
these articles, The offers made in respect to 
the admission of lumber were not #9 favor- 
able as the last Treaty, and on behalf of Can- 
ada the Britivh Commissioners sald that they 
did not consider it @ fair equivalent: The 
Canadian Government were excendingly 
anxious that if we could not get a renewal of 
reciprocity we should be allowed to retain 
our fisheries, It was only with the 
greatest reluctance, and only  brcanse 
they desired as far as possible to aid Ler 
Majosty’s Commissioners in settling the 
diticulties between the two countries that 
the Canadian Government, consented to the 
offur of a money equivalent being mado, 
Tho Treaty of 1871, 80 far ag it related to 
the Fishorios, was broader in its provisions 
jo favor of Canada than was the Treaty of 
1854, It mast be remembered that all our 
fisheries were not open to the Americans, 
The Treaty did not give access to the Pacific 
coast fisherice, the Hudson Bay and our in- 
land lukes, Tho latter had been excepted at 
his instance and they were very valuable. 
By 6 judicious system of protection we have 
greatly incre ted, that source of wealth, It 
was also known that from a concurrence of 
circumstances and from aituation the flah« 
erles on the south shore are not nearly #0 
valuable as ours. 
Looking at the Troaty from a commorcial 
point of view, they had to consider the !n- 
terest moat affected by it. He had reason 
to believe that our fishermen. and all who 
wero interested in the fishing trade, viewed 
tho treaty favorably. They were anxious for 
the admission of their fish into the American 
market, They would view with great sor- 
row any action of this House, which would 
exclude them trom that market, and they 
look forward with Inoreasing confidence to a 
large developement of their trade, That be- 
log the case we ought not wilfully to injure 
that interest, 
As to the omissiov of the Fenian olaims, 
Canada felt deeply aggrieved. It was 
fitting that we should press for compensa 
tion, and we could only do so through 
England, who consented to urge our case, 
The Unted States Commissioners took the 
ground thatthe claims were not inelude in 
the oorrespondence between the two Goy- 
eraments. Though the Britieh Commia- 
sioners felt justified in raising them, the 
American Commissioners declined to ark or 
obtain from their Government any fresh 
instructions to enlarge the scope uf reterence 
under the correspondence. The fault was 
in the detective nature of the language used 
in the correspondence. Enyland had as- 
somed tho responsibility of this error. She 
bad promised to make the demand but had 
failed to'do so, Hor Majesty's Government 
had therefore assumed the responsibility of 
withdrawing the Fenian claims. 
The hon. gentleman summed up his re- 
marke by an eloquent appeal to the House 
to ratify the Treaty, and closed by saying

Court of Ohancery.

The Spring Sittings of the Court of 
Chancery for this district were opened here 
thia morning betore V. C. Mowatt.

Besides the members of the local bar, 
several of the most eminent counsel from

Oh how eagerly 
he had been watched by opponents desirous 
of attacking him whatever position be might 
take. If the Government should come ont 
in favorof the Treaty, it was attacked a8 
an atrocious’ beirayal of our interests; if 
they should come out against it then the 
firat Minister was to be charged with be- 
traying the rights of England or of Oanada. 
Which ever way, they were lying in wait 
for what mode of attack to make. But 
silence is golden, and he kept silence 
And now he believed the sober second 
thought of the country accorded with rhe 
sober second thought of the Government in 
coming down and asking the Parliament to 
accept this Treaty with all its faulta and 
imperfactiong for the sake of peaoe —for the 
sake of the great Empire of which we form

The Fenian Claims. 


There is no doubt that one of the princi- 
pal objections to the ratification of the 
Washington Treaty on the part of the peo 
ple of Canada, fs the manner in which the 
claims of Canada for Fenian outrages, have 
been ignored, That the Canadian Govern- 


ment did all that a Government could do 
to preas those claims is beyond question. 
The correspondence showed that as early 
as 1868 our Government called the atren- 
tlon of the Imperial Government to the 
question, and urged in the strongest lang-- 
uage possible, that the American Govern- 
ment should be called upon to pay the 
claims of Onnada for the Fenian outrages. 
This question was again and again urged 
upon the British Government, and, certain 

ly, the firm and uncompromising attitude 
of the Canadian Government on this ques- 
tion was worthy of all commendation and 
commended itselfalike to opponents and 
supporters of the Goyeroment. No stron 

ger language could haye been used than 
that found in the despatches from the Can- 
ada Government, in presenting the case to 
the Imperial Gover*ment.and for the with- 
drawal of the claims, Mr. Gladstone and 
bis collengues aro solely responsible. 

This Penian claim queation is not a mere 
question of money, altuough if the damages 
to life und = property, the injury to trade 
and commerce, and the amount expended 
by the Government, were taken into consid 
eration, the money value of the damages 
would be no inconsiderable sum, But the 
question is one more of principle than 
money. [tis a question whether the United 
States Government should not be held liable 
for the repeated incursions into this country 
of the Fenian marayders, and the damages 
consequent upon such invasions, Itina 
question of the duty of the United States 
Government towarda thin country, aod 
what we wanted more than anything else, 
Was nn acknowledgement from the United 
States Government that they had failed to 
diachargo their duties to tiie country, The 
withdrawal of those claims abandon any 
hopu we might have of such an acknow- 
ledgement, and gives us no hope that in 
conse of any future raids upon this country, 
wo oan claim compensation for damages, 

Tho discussion upon Mr, Cartwright’s 
motion in relation to the withdrawing oy 
the claims on Monday was an animated 
ono and occupied the House nearly the en- 
tire day, Mr Harrison's amendment was to 
the offect that the Interests of the Dominion 
would aot bopromoted nor the relations 
betwoon the Mother Country and Canada

Mr, Blake's amoodment to the amend

Sir John A. Macdonald jntrodaced a Bill 
respecting Trades Unions, and in doing 40 
explained that the object of the bill was to 
assimilate the laws relating to strikes to 
the civil aud common laws onthe same 
subject now in force in England.

Salmon Stroams 


Mr. Whitcher, Commissoner of Fisheries, 
who recently was employed in exploring 
Salmon River and some ot the lakes of the 
County of Ottawa, has issued his report, 
‘This exploration was made,to ascertain in an 
official and responsible manner the cbaructer 
of the Salmon River, with the view ot re- 
stocking its waters with salmon,by planting 
in it salmon eggs, or distributing in it sal~ 
mon fry, fromthe government fish-hatch 
ing establishment, at Newcastle, Ontario. 
Mr, Whitcher, points out that many pro- 
liflc salmon streams in the provincd of Qve- 
bec yielding,under our protective system, 
from twelve to forty barrels of salmon cach 
season, and affording tolerable angling,are 
not ® whit better adapted tothe cultivation 
of salmon than this long neglected and now 
ruined river, Thereis no reason why it 
sbould not, like them, become again a sal- 
mon stream, Time was when it yielded anl~ 
mon ib abandance,and living residents can 
relate their fate, the modern fate of other 
rivera—mill-dams saw-duat, timber-driv- 
ing, nets and spears, the usual destructive

Now what is the gist of allthis? Just 
that because Messrs, Bowell, Brown and 
White, thought proper to vote in accord- 
ance with their eonviotions of what was 
tight, and not as those who deny the right 
of private or public judgment to any, and 
who lay down the principle that any voto 
given against the Grit lendera is an 
evidence of “subseryiency to Sir John A, 
MoDonald ;” they wero inconsistent. This 
theory of Gritism we shall not now atop to 
argue,but proceed to the question invol 
did the members for the County of Hastings 
yote consistently or inconsistently upon this 
question ? 

It is well to bear in mind, that these 
gentlemen were opposed to the Treaty upon 
ita merits, and to carry out that view the 
only course they could pursue was to vote 
as they did, as wo shall show. 

Tho first motion put to the House, was 
Mr. Bodwell’s amendment to the amend- 
ment/ot Mr, Blake, as follows ; 


“That haying regard to the existing differen: 
cos between the United States and Great Britain 
concerning the prncead inks necessary to glvo 
effect to the any, of Washington, It Is inoxpe~ 
diont to proceed farther at this timo upon 
the sald Bill.’’ 

Tho meaning of this amendment, in a 
parliamentary sense, is, that if carried, it 
would defeat the treaty. In evidence of 
this position wo produce an authority which 
none of our Grit contemporaries will deny, 
and which even the G@lode has not attempt- 
ed tocombat. We refer to the Hon, Mr. 
Holton, who in addressing the Houso, (seo 
Globe's report), upon this question, said ;— 

“He had already spoken longer than his 
strength permitted, and ho desired therefore 
simply tg state, before sitting down, that he 
poula wate for the amendment of the hon. 
moinber for West Durham, as marking bis 
condemnation of the course the Government 
had taken dealing with this Treaty, and ho 
would vote against the amendment of the 
hon. member for South Oxford, (Mr. Bodwell), 
because the effect of that would be to poste 
pone the Bill sine die, wherens the motion of 
the member for Weat Durham, (Mr, Blake), 
would not, if carried, prevent the SECOND 
READING Of the Bill being PROCRRDED wITH 
‘To-MoRROW and therefora.he had no hesitn~ 
tion in voting for it, That motion being dis- 
posed of, ho would vote for the second rsad- 
ang of the Bill.” 

This being the correct interpretation of 
Mr, Bodwell’s motion, it was clearly the 
duty of those opposed to tho treaty to vote 
for it, as a means of doteating it. 


This haying been lost, we have Mr, 
Blake's motion as follows ; 

“That before proceeding further upon the sald 
Bill, this House feels bound to declare that 
while Her Majesty's loyal subjects, tho people 
of Canads, will ot all timos choorfully make 
any ronsonable eacrifice fn tho Interest of the 
Empiro, we havo just’ground for the groat dia- 
satisfaction prevailing throughout the country 
attho mode in which our rights haye beon 
dealt with in the negotlations resulting In the 
Treaty of Washington, and at the subsequent 
proposal of our Government that England 
should endorse o Canadian loan asa price for 
our adoption of tho ‘Treaty and for our abandon- 
mont of the claims in respect of tho Fenian 
Raids, which affect, not movely our purse, but 
also our honor and our poace,!’ 

Wo ask the reader whether there is one 
word in this resolution condemning the 
treaty, and whether Mr, Holton was not 
correct when ho said, ‘it would not,if car= 
ried, prevent the second roading of the 
Bill being proceeded with to-morrow 1" 
But it proposed, first, to condemn the Ca- 
nadian Government for te madg” in which 
our rights wero dealt with in the negotia- 
tions resulting in the Treaty of Washington, 
and secondly for asking a Oanadian Guar- 
antes forthe abandonment of the Fenian 
cloima, Neither of which propositions do 
we,nor did the throo members for Hastings 
for good reasons, approve, Firstly, the 
Canadian Government wore not responsible, 
for “ the mode” in which our rights wero 
negotiated away. The High Commission 
was qn Imperial, and not 4 Qanadian ono 
hence the Oanadian Goyernmont .could not 
bo held responsible tor it, and theroforo 
should not be condemned. Secondly, tho 
Osnadian Government did not withdraw 
the Fonian claims; that was done by the 
Imperial againat the strong remonatrances 
of the Oanadian Goverqment,and for doing 
#0 assumed the responsibility,and acknow 
ledged our olaims for reparation ; and we 
know of no better way that could, under 
the clreumstances, have beon dono, than 
tho guarauteoing of our bonds, which Ian 
material ald to us, and will bo no pocu- 
niary loss to Wogland. As for the balance 
of tho resolution,it 18 fustign—worda strung 
together for the purpose of tickling thoear 
The third motion was upon tho troaty 
itself, which they opposed, 

Epitomiaing tho whole quotation,and it in 
narrowed down to this; Tho mombers for 
Hastings yoted for a motion, which, it 
carried, would have been virtuallyn defont 
of tho Troaty ; agalnata motion, which, if 
carried, would hayo enabled the proposer 
to cross tho floor and ask tho Houao the 
noxt day to ratify tho Tronty; and against 
tho Tronty itsclf. Wo now loavo it with 
our readera and those who have read the 
comments upon those votes, to decide 
whother tho three mombora for Tastings 
voted inconmiatently or not. And then to 
ask thembolvos whother, if these gentlomon 
voted inconsistontly, Mr, Holton and thoso 
who favored the Treaty, but voted for 
Blalco’s motion, did not act in a aimilar 
manner; and if so,why is not tho samo con
